F. S. Boutwell Joins 
Washington Ass’n 


Frederic S. Boutwell of Andover recently 
became a member of the National Cathedral 
Association in Washington which through its 
annual membership offerings is helping to 
construct and maintain Washington Cathe 
dral on the heights of Mount Saint Alban 
above the National Capital. 

Through taking out this membership, 
Andover was designated by a colored pin on 
the large map in the Cathedral Curator’s 
office over which is hung the sign * All Ameri- 
ca Helps Build the Cathedral”. Hundreds of 
communities in all sections of the United 
States are represented on this map with their 
residents as members of the National Cath- 
edral association, 

The name of Mr. Boutwell also was re- 
corded in the Book of Remembrance con- 
taining the list of those making contributions 
and benefactions to the Cathedral. Their 
names are recorded with fadeless India ink, 
prepared from a special formula, provided by 
the Library of Congress, on the hot-pressed 
linen paper pages believed to exceed carefully 
prepared parchment for lasting qualities 
The volumes of the Book of Remembrance 
are bound in cream-colored vellum, bearing 
on the front cover a golden Jerusalem Cross, 
the name of the Washington Cathedral and 
its seal. 

Of 14th Century Gothic design, Washing- 
ton Cathedral will rank in size when com- 
pleted among the notable edifices of the 
Christian world. It will be cruciform in shape. 
The total length, measuring from the exterior 
of the apse to the west front, will be 534 feet 
and the width at the transepts or cross arms 
will be 215 feet. The total area will be 71,000 
square feet, affording standing room at great 
services for 27,000 persons.

Many residents of Andover, including a 


| large majority of its foremost citizens, are up 


in arms at what now seems to be an audacious 
attempt to establish within the limits of the 
town an institution for imbeciles and morons, 
without regard for the feelings of the com 
munity or, indeed, without any effort to 
ascertain local sentiment. When it was first 
intimated in November, 1931, that options 
were being secured for land on which to erect 
what is euphemistically called a “hospital”, 
the Townsman interviewed William D. 
McIntyre, chairman of the Board of Public 
Works, who declared in the Townsman for 
November 20, 1931, that the Board would 
bring the matter before the voters at the 
annual town meeting for approval or rejec- 
tion 

rhe question was introduced at the town 
meeting, although not by the Board of 
Public Works, and was overwhelmingly dis 
approved. Nevertheless there seems to be no 
disposition on the part of state officials to 
halt the movement. Indeed it now appears 
that, had it not been for timely action on the 
part of the selectmen and a protest by certain 
public-spirited citizens, headed by Alfred L, 
Ripley, the plan would have been carried 
through in spite of the most strenuous objec 
tions 

An attempt is now being made to persuade 
Dr. George M. Kline, commissioner of the 
Department of Mental Diseases, from whose 
office the project originally emanated, that 
an educational center like Andover, the home 
of two of the Commonwealth's most famous 
schools, is hardly the place for an institution 
for the feeble-minded. Andover can certainly 
gain nothing by the placing of such an institu 
tion in her midst, and will unquestionably 
acquire a kind of notoriety which few of its 
cilizens are seeking, With this conviction as 
a guide, petitions are being circulated 
throughout the town, and it is expected that 
a sufficient number will be secured to present 
an overwhelming demonstration of com- 
munity sentiment. In addition, steps are 
being taken to induce well-known Massa- 
chusetts leaders to intervene and save the 
town from what would be little short of a 
catastrophe. The list of those who have 
signed the petitions against the school will be 
found on page three 


Organizations Disapprove 

Disapproval of the state school coming to 
Andover has been voiced this week by both 
the Taxpayers’ association and the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 

A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Taxpayers’ association, at which E, Barton 
Chapin, vice-president, George M. Frost, 
Emil J. Schultze, John Traynor, Philip F 
Ripley, George M. Carter and Walter E, 
Curtis, secretary and treasurer, were present 
issued the following statement; 

“At this meeting the proposed plan for the 
erecting by the state of a school for feeble- 
minded in the town of Andover was again 
carefully considered and it was voted that it 
is the sentiment of the Board of Directors of 
the Andover Taxpayers’ association that the 
location of such a school in the town of 
Andover would be a serious detriment to the 
best interests of the town. 

“Tt was the intention of the board to send 
a notice to all members of the association 
advising them of the feeling of the board and 
asking them for an expression of opinion but 
in view of the fact that petitions in regard to 
the question are being generally circulated so 
that every member will thus have an op- 
portunity to record publicly his or her opinion 
it has been decided that such a step would 
not now be of benefit to members.”’ 

The members of the V. F. W. Monday 
night went on record as heartily opposed to 
the new school to be built in West Andover 
and drew up a resolution to be sent to

Greece Credited With 


First Pleasure Gardens 

The early history of Greece, which 
begins about 800 B. C., provides no 
records concerning garden develop: 
ment. While that country is credited 
with the first major development of 


the arts, its social customs did not 
encourage extensive home ground 
plantings. As a result, many public 


areas were improved and the first real 


pleasure gardens formed, These con- 
tained seats for rest and accommoda- 
tions for recreation. Extensive land- 


scape plantings were not made in 
Greece, however, until after contact 
had heen made with oriental and 
Egyptian gardens. 

About 827 8. ©. Alexander the 
Great invaded Persia and India, In 


these countries he found gardens sim- 
ilar to those in Babylonia which bore 
Indications of oriental influence. Both 
the Persians and the people of India 
were great lovers of trees, shrubs, and 
flowers and In the latter country the 
Hindus worshiped many trees, espe- 
clally after the adoption of Buddhism, 
whieh occurred during the Fifth cen- 
tury B.C. 


Origin of Japanese 

Modern authorities believe that the 
Japanese do not differ physically from 
the Korenns and the Chinese to any 
great degree. The late Doctor Baelz 
of the Imperial university of Tokio, 
who made an exhaustive anthropo- 
logical study of the Japanese, divided 
them into three distinet types—Man- 
chu-Korean, Mongol and Malay.
